friendsliii^ and endeavor to meet such of 
the wishes of the Transvaal as are not 
inconsistent with British interests." 

The Daily Telegraph has a dispatch 
from Capetown which indicates that 
the conspiracy to overthrow the Tnins- 
vuiil had a still wider r:iiiiilic;itioii. Tiiis 
dispatch says : " It ih stilted that allot 
the tole^raiiiB from llii' Ch;irteieil South 
Africa Comjxuiy in (Japelowii bore the 
Htaiup 'On the coiiipiiny's service.' 
From copies of the letters which the 
Transvaal obtained from Dr. Jameson 
(upon his capture), it seems that orders 
had been given to prepare everything in 
Matabeleland for an invasion of the 
Transvaal." 

A dispatch from Pretoria, also to the 
Daily Telegra])ii, says: "President 
Kruger keenly sympathizes with Colo- 
nial .Secretury Chaiuherlain's dilemma, 
and is convinced that he was quite una- 
ware of the intrigues going on. The ex- 
ecutive cotincira deciBion in regard to 
the sentences of the lieformers is de- 
layed by the stubborn objections of 
Gen. .loubert, coinmander-in-chiefof the 
Transvaal forces and a member of the 
executive council, that there should be 
an unanimous opinion in regard to 
them." 

The report that Cecil Rhodes and Al- 
fred Beit have resigned their poaitions 
as directors of the British Chartered 
South African Co. is confiroied. The 
Pall Mall Gazette is informed that the 
BritiHh Chartered South African Co. has 
decided not to accept the resignations. 

The Standard and Diggers' News of 
Johannesljurg says it has authority to 
state that the sentences ])assed on" the 
reformers will be reduced and a small 
fine and imprisonment substituted. The 
sentuiKie of banishment, the newspaper 
adds, will be waived. 

The Daily Mail asserts that Eutber- 
ford Harris, the Bccrotary in Cape 
Colony of the Cliartered South Africa 
Co., has tendered his resignation. He 
was one of those implicated in the 
.Jameson raid and the Transvaal crypto- 
grams. 

The Pretoria correspondent of Le 
Temps, of Paris, reaflirms the otatemont 
that Sir Brougham Lough, now Lord 
Loch of Dryiaw, when Governor of Cape 
Colony antl British High Conimissioiier 
in South .■Vtrica, oH'cred to airl a revolu- 
tionary moveinent in the Transvaal, and 
this in face of Lord Loch's denial of the 
original rejiort. 

Barney Barnato says that he was 
actuated by commercial rioctissity and 
not hostility to the Transvaal in closing 
down many of his mines. He says that 
his most reliable men are in jirison, and 
he has no competent overseers, lie is, 
he affirms, personally friendly with Pre- 
sident Kruger. 

A Paris despatch to the Standard says 
that Le Temps' I'retoria correspondent 
reports that papers are about to be sub- 
mitted to the Transvaal N'olksraatl which 
contain an extract from the EngHsli iii- 
Htriictions to .laincson's troojjera. The 
proofs exist, says Lt^ Tem|is' correspon- 
dent, that the Kho(lc<iu horse were 
ordered to be in readiness for the raid.

Another Guiana Boundary Blue 
Book— Prince of Wales' Dinner— 
Vernon Harcourt's Speech. 

London, May G. — A conference of the 
British iron trade was opened in London 
to-day. The speeches made and the 
papers read divelt on the serious com- 
jietition which is being offered to the 
liritisii iioii trade from American and 
Geiinan sources. Sir A. Hickman, 
representative in p.irliament for North 
Wolverhampton, who is hiinself an iron- 
master and a person of consequence in 
the railway world, presided over the 
conference. In the remarks which he 
addressed to the meeting, ho urged that 
a reduction of one farthing a ton in the 
cliarge for the carriage of minerals would 
revolutionize the iOnglish trade. Another 
siieaker thought that the chief reason 
for England's loss of trade was the 
groat strikes and lock-outs which have 
oucurred in the iron trade in late years. 

A St. Petersburg dispatch to the Times 
says : ' ' The Czar and the new Shah have 
exchanged the most cordial telegrams of 
sympathy, the Sfaah declaring that it is 
his farst duty to foster and develop the 
friendly relations which bound bis be- 
loved jiarent to the Russian imperial 
family." 

The Rome correspondent of the 
Chronicle asserts that the condition of 
Mgr. Galimberti, the distinguished 
papal diplomat, is desperate. This cor- 
rcHjKJiident also says that Cardinal Bi- 
ancni, bishop of Palestrina, is in a seri- 
ous condition from an attack of apo- 
plexy. 

Rev. Geo. P. Knapp, the American 
missionary who was expelled from Bitlis 
by the Turkish authorities, has arrived 
at Constantinople in good health. 

Hon. Jefferson Collidge and Governor 
Levi P. Morton, both former ministers 
of the United States in Paris, have for- 
warded handsome subscriptions for the 
American Chamber ol Commerce here, 
towliicli they also oiler their felicitations 
upon its eflbrts toward oiiening tlie 
French markets to American products 
and towards fortifying the ties between 
the two nations. 

The Daily Ne\va reports that a second 
blue book on the Guiana boundary ques- 
tion will be ready on Wednesday next, 
but will not be published here until it 
has reached Washington. 

The Prince of Wales gave a dinner 
party to-night, at which were present 
all of the ambassadors of the foreign 
powers in London, the ministers in the 
government, many ex-ministers, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, Field Marsh- 
all Viscount Wolseley, and other prom- 
inent personages. 

The report that Baron Clemena von 
Ketteler, counsellor and first secretary 
of the German embassy at Washington, 
is to succeed Dr. E. von Winckler, the 
German minister to Mexico, on Novem- 
ber 1, is oflicially conlirnied. Dr. von 
Winckler has been recalled at his own 
reiiueston account of ill-health. 

Sir William Ilarcourt, the Liberal 
leader in the House of Commons, in a 
speecli last night at the banquet of the 
National Liberal Club, promised to sup- 
port the government in probing the 
.lameson raid in South Africa to the 
bottom. He confessed impatience at the 
dchi y in the settleinenl of the Venezue- 
lan diBijnle, and said he believed the 
country was anxious for arbitration, and 
no jiersonai jiride or diplomatic obstin- 
acy sliould he allowed to imiiede the ne- 
gotiations. 

It has tran.^piied that Sheik .Jem All 
Etlin, the Persian agitator, supposed 
to have been the instigator of the assas- 
sination of the .Shah, was arrested. 
Later, however, he was released owing 
to lack of evidence. 

Ah a result of the iniinest upon the re- 
mains of the late Col. North, a verdict of 
(Iciith from natural causes was returned. 
The colonel's physician testified that he 
liad previously noticed symptoms of 
heart disease, which, he asserted, was 
the cause of the colonel's death. 

The most 8nri)rising feature of gossip 
to-day is that in Bj)ite of the Criesiis-like 
reputation enjoye<l l.iy the late Colonel 
North he did not die jiossesscd of nearly 
so many millions as people imagined. He 
was widely rei)uteil lor heavy donations 
to charitaljle objects, forextravagant ex- 
penditures in entertainment and for 
prodigal pourings forth into the political 
pot, but it i,"! known to comparatively 
few that of late he had been unsuccess- 
ful in many business ventures. In one 
Australian' mine, the Londonderry, 
he is now said to have lost a small 
fortune. _

Business of the Term Completed— Kr. Flanta 
Pleads Guilty to One of the Charges. 

Nanai.mo, May G.— (Special)— In the 
Planta case to-day the grand jury re- 
turned true bills on the charge of mis- 
apiiropriating the funds of theBlakeway 
estate and disobedience to the statutes, 
but threw out the Hardy estate matter. 
The accused, who was represented by 
Mr. Aikman, of Victoria, pleaded guilty 
to the last named offence only, whereup- 
on Mr. Young, for the crown, entered a 
nolle prosequi on the remaining counts. 
After evidence as to the previous good 
character of the accused had bean put in 
His Ixirdsbip imposed a fine of $75. 

Keetloosh, the Indian convicted of 
unlawfully wounding Ailcheink, was 
sentenced to six months' hard labor, 
while Anna Ballo, unlawfully disposing 
of the (lead body of her child, was dis- 
charged after twenty-four hours' im- 
prisonment. 

This completed the docket. The grand 
jury has not' yet supplied its present- 
ment, , 

To-day Judge Harrison delivered 
judgment in favor of the defendant in 
Parsons v. Westwood. The plaintiff 
sued to recover certain lots on the 
ground that the N.V.C. Co. conveyed 
the same to him in fee simple in 1875 
and that he never subsequently con- 
veyed away the title. The evidence 
showed that the plaintiff 's father bought 
lots in his son's name in 1875 and sold 
them in 1878, signing his son's name to 
a deed of sale and his own as a witness.

TEH PREMIER'S ADDRESS. 

It 18 impossible to read Sir Charles 
Tupper'8 address to the electors of Can- 
ada without being convinced that the 
Liberal Conservative party has done a 
very great deal for this Dominion, that 
it has been indeed this " party of pro- 
press." Sir Charles takes a couiprehen- 
Bive view of the advance which Ciinada 
has made since Confederation, and the 
reader is obliged to admit tJiat evciy 
step in that advance has been made by 
the Conservative party in the face of the 
strenuous opposition of the party calling 
itself Liberal. 

The protective policy to which every 
province of the Dominion and every claa.s 
oi its population owe so much was intro- 
duced and has been maintained by Con- 
servative governments and supported by 
Oonservative electors. The Liberals 
(have opposed it in a hundred ways, and 
if they had their will the people of the 
Dominion would have liino and a;,'ain 
been deprived of its beiielits. 

The Treinier shuwa tliat the ^Tcat 
enterprises whicli have done kg much to 
aid in the development of the resources 
-of the Dominion, and which have given 
it consideration in the eyes of the 
civilized world, have all been the work 
of the OonservativcH, begun and carried 
out in the face of the strongest oppo- 
sition from the Liberals as a party. 

The Canadian J'acilic Kailway was 
constructed by the Conservatives. It 
was from its inception to its completion 
opposed by the Liberals. The policy of 
railway expansion in all parts of the 
Dominion was carried out in opposition 
to the moat streniioua eflorts of the 
Lilierals. They i)rotu.ste(i against uiviiig 
aid to tlie railwiiys iinti! lliey found that 
the people were so strongly in favor of 
the Conservative policy that protest was 
futile. 

The establishment of lines of ocean 
steamships ivas also the work of the 
Conservative party. It is to the Con 
servativea that the people of Canada owe 
the Pacific lino of splendid steamships 
and the Australian line, and Conserva- 
tives, as Sir Charles Tapper shows, are 
about establishing a fast Atlantic Cana- 
dian line, which will be equal in every 
' respect to the best and fastest steamship 
line in existence. Conservatives have 
projected an ocean cable connecting 
British Columbia witii Australia, New 
Zealand and other islaada of the Pac'ilic. 
Tiiero is a chance fur Liberal oi)i)ositioii 
to delay this great unilertaking, but if 
the Grits do their worst they cannot 
strangle it. 

So evident is it that the Conservative 
party is the party of progress that Cana- 
dians, whenever any new eiiteri)riae is 
started which reijuirea the ex|)eiiditiire 
of i)ul)lic niouoy to hrin<,' it tu a succckh- 
ful issue, look to tlie CouBervatives for 
aid, and that it is from the Liberals they 
expect opposition. This has almost in- 
variably been the case in the past and 
there can be no doubt it will be ao in 
the future. Those, therefore, who be- 
lieve in progress, who want the country 
to advance, will support Sir Charles 
Tupper, the loader of the party of pro- 
gress. 

The position taken by the Leader of 
the Government on the Manitoba school 
question will, we hhve not the slightest 
doubt, be the position taken by the 
great majority of sensible, justice-loving 
Oanadians. He regards it in the proper 
light as a purely constitutional question, 
a question of the rights of the deuonuii- 
ational minority under the constitution, 
without taking into consideration the 
religion professed by that minority. He 
looks upon the question as a question of 
law and considers it as a fair-minded 
juryman would a case which he had 



the circumstances of the parties to the 
suitor his own personal predilections. 
He appeals to the sense of justice of the 
Canailiaii people, and it will bo moat 
sineular as well as most unfortunate if 
he appeals in vain. 

Sir Charles Tupper shows that the 
Conservatives have not been forgetful 
of the interests of the farmer. They have 
framed the tarifT in such a way as to 
give him the protection ho needs, ami 
they have in a direct and very eOective 
way fostered the industry in which he is 
engaged ; and they would have done 
more still if they had not been prevent- 
ed by the reckless and unpatriotic ob- 
struction of the Grits. Tlie schemo to 
establish a trade in chilled meats be- 
tween Canada and Great Britain had re- 
ceived the liearty aiiprobatiou of tlie 
Conservative majority, when the Grit 
minority, taking advantage of the pecu- 
liar circumstaaces in which the Govern- 
ment were placed, frustrated the major- 
ity's beneficent design. The farmers of 
Canada may learn from this circum- 
stance liow they would fare if ever Sir 
Kichard Cartwright should occupy the 
jiosition of Miniater of Finance. 

Sir Charles Tupper favors putting the 
militia of the Dominion into an effective 
condition. It is well known that the 
fjiberals'of the Dominion have never 
lieon friendly to the volunteer force. 
They have ridiculed it unmercifully and 
they have begrudged every dollar that 
lias been expended in improving it and 
in making it efficient for purposes of 
defence. 

What Sir Charles says about the ere 
of Canada is the best answer that could 
be possibly given to the croakers of the 
tirit party and to the Liberal blue-ruin 
Jeremiahs. In spite of all they have 
done to decry the credit of Canada, 
staniis in tlie best informed and the 
most cautious money market in the 
world second to that of noother British de 
pendency. This is the result of eighteen 
years of Conservative administration 
and of Liberal obstruction, for if the 
Liberals of the Dominion have been 
eminent for anything it has been for 
their persistent etlbrts to traduce their 
country and to decry its credit.

The 
foreign residents of Honolulu hati ikj 
rievanco to complain of, the alien resi- 
dents in the Transvaal had been treated 
th tlie greatest injustice ana had been 
placed by the Hoers in the most humili- 
ating position.

TRAIL AND MMll 



One of Ihe Busiest Towns lu B. C— 
A Valley Houoycombed 
With Ore. 



Mr. Ileinze's Eiitci'prise — Sliarks 
Sharpers and Claim Jumpers- 
Recent ftreat Discoveries. 



^Thaii,, B. C, Miiy 4.— Tlie forcsi-ht of 
E. S. Topping and the apleiuiid eiitcr- 
priso of F. A. Helnze have ui uated the 
town of Trail. And Tiuil is to-day one 
of the buaiest towns in British Colum- 
bin. It is the terminus of the Britibh 
Cohiml)iii luid Western railroad, and the 
natural siiieltiii;; point for tlio ores min- 
ed in the Kos.sliuiil diatrict. 

A few years at^o I went up the Cohun- 
bia river in a ateandjoat, and even theh 
there wna not a lot^-cabin to marlv the 
site of the present town of Trail. There 
was notlnnj; then between the J^iltle 
Dallea and the present Uevelstoke hut 
the wif;\vani of the Indian and the occa- 
sional prospeelor's tent and the log cabin 
of some lonely pioneer. Yet between 
Revelstoke and the Little Dalles was for- 
est, river and moantain scenerv so 
weird, so beautiful and so grand that it 
surely were enough to gladden the heart 
and delight tlio eye of those who love 
the beautiful forever. There is nothiim 
eomparal)le on this I'ontinent, or else- 
. where, to this niaf^nilicent Coliinil)ia 
river. The wooded hills and the moun- 
tains risinjr lni«e and "^i^'aiitie from the 
rnshinn river till lost amid the eloud.M, 
and carpeted with forests to the liniilsof 
eternal Hnow, make the scenery of the 
Upper Columbia uniquo and grand. 

The wild ruins and lovely villas tliat 
lend enchantment to tlie beautiful black 
water are lacking here. The traveller 
who sails along the Rhine, sees every- 
thing through crowded centuries of ro- 
mance, poetry and song and the charm 
and t>eaaty of the famous river of the 
Fatherland is thus rendered all tlie more 
charming and beautiful. But there are 
no mediaeval castles on the banks of the 
Columbia, no castellated to\verK, no ajies 
of glorious or tragic story, for till now 
no human eyes save those of the dull 
and unappreciate savaiio beheld the 
glorious beauty with which nature has 
here adorned herself. It is idle for me 
to attempt to picture the scenery of this 
enchanting region. The winiling coursi'S 
of the mighty river, the forest-clad hill=, 
the snowy mountains, the deep lake 
and the lonely, lovely sliores must be 
seen to be appreciated. It is little aliort 
of niyateriouB that so much lavish waste 
of beauty should have remained bidden 
from civilized man for countless ages, 
and that even now it is not love of the 
beautiful in nature that entices the 
white man hither, but love of gold. 
When I). C. Corl)in, the pioneer railroad 
builder, projected a line to connect witli 
the CoUmibia river and .Spokane he had 
no thought of opening up this country to 
the tourist. 

But he had divined that the mountains 
to the right and left of the Columbia 
were vast storehouses of precious metal. 
He felt that some day the Spokane Kails 
and Northern railroad would connect 
the United States with the richest i;uiii 
and silver, and lead and copper, re^don 
in the world. That has turned out to 
be the fact, and Nelson and Kaslo, and 
Trail and Rossland; are about to be cen- 
tral points for the most extensive min- 
ing operations that this continent has 
ever seen. Mr. Corbin's railroad lias 
now connection with Nelson, and there 
already is an extensive matting plant 
whicli reduces the ores of the famous 
Silver King mines. This is owned by a 
London company, aud is unquestionably 
one of the great mines of the day, 

Mr. Corbin is now engaged in build- 
ing from Northport to Rosslaud. Tlie 
route be has chosen is along Sheep creel; 
and this branch of bis road will cover 
fifteen or sixteen miles. Shi'ep creek in 
a very resi)ectal)lo river lined on both 
sides from the hanks to the iiiuiinlaiii 
tops with foreata of hr and reiiar and 
taniarac. Four (jr live miles from it.-< 
junction with the Columljia it leajis over 
a series of rocks and forms a niagnili('i'iit 
waterfall. Corliin has already seen not 
the beautiful but the commercial side of 
this mountain catarai:t, lor he ha.s ac- 
quired title to the falls for bu.'^ineHS pur- 
poses. All along Sheep creek are 
mineral prospects of more or less pro- 
mise, but none that can bo compared to 
those of Trail. 

'In fact from Trail to Rossland h.ith 
sides of the valley eeem to be honey- 
conihed with veins of precious oie. 
These are everywhere. They run nmler 
tlie river and they cut the tops of t e 
mountaiiiB. The country rock is diorite 
— atrociously hard — ami devi^lopmciit 
work is conse()UentIy slow. .Moreover, 
till now, transportalian from KosslaiHl 
to the Columbia was more ati-(](:iou.s 
still. You took your life in your haiid,- 
every time you staged it from liossland 
to eitlier Trail or Northport, ami it took 
a four-horse team lo haul two tons of 
ore, except when the snow was deep 
enough and hard enough for slei&shing. 

Now the Columbia and Western rail- 
road connects Rossland and Trail, it is 
not a runningconcern yet, but it will be 
before another month has passed. This 
railroad owes its existence to the push 
and enterprise (jf i'". .-V. lltMn/.c, ol ISuttc. 
Mr. iiein/.e is a young Xi'w Yorker not 
yet thirty years of age. lint he has al- 
ready acliieveil meat husineKS success, 
and he ie sure to he heard from again a*- 
one ol the foremost men of the neu 
Northwest, lln has now got a charter 
from the provincial government for 
pushing his road into the Ukaiiagan 
country — a distance of 200 miles, and he 
baa received fi-om't"e same government 
q land grant of a couple of million acres 
to efTect this. He it is who has erected 
the matting j)lant at Trail, wliiidi is 
perched on a plateau 250 feet above the 
river. 

The sight of this matting idiiut at 
night beiching lire and smoke into the 
bine sky is imleed a contrast to the 
lonely solitudes of a few short years ago. 
And this matting plant is but Ihe be- 
ginning of great reduction works at 
Trail. It is Mr. Heinzo's intention to 
extend his plant in order to reduce all 
the ore produced in Trail Creek, and he 
is one of those men who is as good as hia 
word. It is also his intention to es- 
tablish a refinery there, and with these 
improvemonta and the development in 
Rossland, Trail is certain to become a 
town of 10,000 people within a very f^w 
years. 

Mr^^^.Oo;rbin ha;i also received an im- 



mense land grant from the provincial 
government. This grant has secured 
some very valuable land for Mr. Coibin 
at Rossland. A, legal contest has already 
begun about some of this land. The 
Paris Belle mineral claim was located on 
a piece of Mr. Corbin's land liv a pros- 
pector named Gerry. Ceiry had 
discovi're<l a ilyke or a cross 
vidii on this ground, and sold 
his interest in big iliscovei'3' to 
some Spokane people who were real 
estate speculators rather tiian miners. 
The I'aris Hclle ground is worth a half a 
million tor townsite, butno minor would 
give .$5,000 for mineral purposes for the 
Paris Belle, and the contest now on be- 
twi'en Mr. Oorbin and the company, 
which will probably last for years, and 
linally go for decision to the Privy Coun- 
cil in London, will be a most interesting 
legal battle. 

Another legal contest of groat interest 
is that, (if the Pilgrim. Ross Tlioiii fi-on 
hjcated thatclaim inlW)2in Hill Austin's 
name, and in 1S'.)5 while it was under a 
bond lor sale lor ifrill.OOO, an adjoining 
claim brought suit against tin: Pilgrim 
for a jiart of its ground, in the suit it 
was clainiei,! that the Pilgrim had been 
surveyed from the wrong stakes, and 
that thus it had encroached on .^loiiela 
trroniid. If successful, the Monela woiihl 
take about ten acres of the Pilgrim, but 
that claim would still have forty acres 
left. But milling caiiip.s are full of 
siiarks and siiarjiers, and four of tlieae 
sharpers got an idea ihiit if the Monela 
won its suit the Pilgrim ground would be 
again open to mineral entry, and they 
conse(|uently i)lastered the ground with 
two jumping locations called the Gem 
and Tisjfr fractious. 

In justice and eipiily tliese claim 
jumpers of the I^ilgrini have no more 
right to the mineral on the rilgrini 
ground than the highwayman has to the 
plumier oi an express car. Ami yet two 
employes and two ollicials of tlie War 
I'lagle company are engaged in this ne- 
farious attempt to plunder Ivoss Tlionip- 
Him. There is a h^-ench proverb which 
says " Cberche/, la feiiime," and you 
will find the secret of the moat rascally 
deeds. But in a mining camj) this iiro- 
verb does not alwaya hold good. The 
War Eagle company ahould certainly 
not permit its oflicers and employes to 
play the part of j)irates under its very 
nose. 

I am happy to say that laws just pass- 
ed by the provincial legislature put an 
end once and for all to claim jumping in 
this province. A certilicatu of work, 
which can be actpiired two days after 
the location of a mineral claim, heals all 
defects in title and location, and a jumper 
is rendered powerless to worry or annoy 
a prospector who lias not exactly com- 
plied with law in locating his claim. 

It is a j)ity that the law did not exist 
before. It would have saved no end of 
annoyance and vexation to investors and 
mining men. Around every mining 
camp you will find a host of loafers and 
parasites who are ready to sell their evi- 
dence to the black-mailing attorney and 
the ))rofeasional jumper, and it is as- 
tounding liow many of such have ap- 
peared at Rossland. There is hardly a 
elaim ill the eauip that lias not been 
jumped on .some pretended, technicality 
or other. The War Ivigle trot oil' witli 
little expenee, but the Kvening Star 
bought off the jum])ers for $1 ,r)00. The 
Homestake jumper were jailed, Init 
they cost the owners of the Homestake 
fully .$4,000. The Neat Egg was jumped 
nearly a year after it was discovered 
by ]\:< hard Cooper, who sold it to the 
Xest Kgg company. Cooper discovered 
the Nest Egg on October 7, and recorded 
it October 13, 1894. Having put up his 
stakes and done some work he went out to 
Spokane on October25. He returned to 
the cain]! about the Ist of June, and 
found wlien he got back that someone 
had carried away his No. '2 post. He re- 
placed it by another pof t as he was en- 
titled to do. He then li{)iided his (!laim 
for ^L'O.ODU, anil while it was under bond 
it was jaiiiped by one of the oivners oi 
an adjoining ('laim on the ground that 
Cooper moved his No. 2 stake. Tlie 
juniper claimed that Cooper moved bis 
stake in December, whereas Cooper had 
not been in the camp from October to 
June. 

Tlie plain inferenceiis that the jumper, 
who knew Cooper well and knew of his 
iihsenco from the camp, and had a per- 
sonal interest in removing the No. 2 
stake, knew by whom the No. 2 stake 
was removed and plai,'i>d wln-n? Cooper 
never intomleil it to he. < )n this gnnuid 
the jum per asks the court s of the prov- 
ince to gi ve liiiu tlu: claim , which he ad- 
mits Cooper discoverecl fully a year be- 
fore hi^ jumped it. The Nest Mgg is going 
to make a great mine, and as the iieofde 
of Victoria ari' larL'cly interested in il. 1 
can conlidently assure them that the 
Nest Kizg C(,>mpaiiy'.s tit'i: to the ground 
is derived from the original discoverer 
and locator, that the very jumper 
aiimits this, and that there is not 
the slightest fear but that their intercuts 
will ho fully guarded. The Nest F,gg 
company has iu fact no euncerii whether 
the jumiier wins or not, except that is is 
well for the eomiiiunity that the jiimper 
and his fellow cons pi ralors should always 
fail. .-Xs to the mine itself, I'^rank Lorim; 
and CMayton Millar, twoof Iheahlestand 
best known mining t'ligiiieers, assure me 
that the Nest I'lgu' has Ihe liiiest and 
strongest vein in the South Belt. 

The .losie has made i;real discoveries, 
and I would adviseall piircliiisera of stock 
to hold their.s till they get at least .$1 a 
share for it. The St. l-^lmo is put- 
ting on a larue force of men and that 
Htoek will be valuable. Monte Cliris- 
to has juat been incorporated 
by a I'lank Loring syndicate, 
anil the stock will bo sold 
lor Ireasury purposes at 15 cents, and as 
every mining man believes in Loring's 
juilument about a mine, ftlonte Christo 
will lie a safi; stock to buy. 

I'aloAltois also about to be trans- 
ferred to a \'ii,-liiria i;onipaiiy. l''raiik 
Loriiig examined this for the pnrcha.sers. 
and he assures me that the Palo Alto 
will make a great mine. It ia arsenical 
iron and copper ore, and arsenical iron 
always carries gold in ipiantity. Twiuity 
thousand shares of this stock will be 
sold at 15 cents a share, and it is likely 
to all go to Spokane and Rossland, where 
the property is beat known.

consider and think wliat he ean do for 
yon aluK.ist before he shakes hands. It 
hivi maile us feel more and more liow 
little we are able to do for strani,'ers 
when they come to the old eomitry, and 
perhaps 1 should say how little people 
from this side will ^^'enerally let us do, 
for I think every Eni^Hslunaii would be 
plad enough to do what he could lor an 
Knglishmau eoniint^ from some other 
jiarL of the iinipire, if he could only liud 
out what would be most pleasant to hini. 

I find with regard to Canadians that 
they have the wietched habit of hiding 
themselves away and giving us little 
(;luuice of doiiij; aii_\'thing to show them 
lios|)itahty when t.hey come over, and 
rarely letting us get an opportunity to 
do for them what they do for us over 
here. 

" However, we ahall all of us hope to 
get even with them sometime or other. 
Oh, yes, my firm have many interests 
besides tiieir Canadian ones. I have 
personally had the pood fortune to take 
up the Canadian end, but my partners 
are just as nnich interested in India, 
Australia and Africa, and I can scarcely 
persuade them how infinitely more 
pleasant niy work is than theirs. The 
latest things that we have been con- 
necteil with have ueeii the Northern 
Railway 01 till' South African Kepublic, 
of wliich tlie 1 pi;r cent, bonds and 
shares are guaranteed by that govern- 
ment, the shareholders sharing with 
the government the profits after 4 
per cent., and the Southern Punjab 
Railway Company ;) percent, interest 
guaranteed by tlie Secretary of State for 
India, which is practically the game 
thing as the Imperial government. After 
the shareholders receive their 3 per cent, 
interest they divide the surplus jirotits 
with the government. The formi^r of 
these enterprises we issued in April, 
IS'.lo, and the lattiM- was formed about 
.luly, IMilo, and both give <'very indii-i- 
tion of being great successes ami are now 
in active courseof construction. Canada 
was scarcely our first love. 1 believe we 
commenced acting as brokers to colonial 
enterprises m Bombay, India and Mel- 
bourne, Australia. I really don't know 
which came lirst; it was long before 1 
was even a clerk in the firm. 

" Well, I don't know exactly what to 
tell you al)oiitoiir trip more than I have 
done already. Yes, it has been a sort of 
triumi)hal [jrogress, through the kind- 
ness of everybody and the raihvavs in 
])articular. \Ve left hoiulon on .March 

II in a beautiful special train, consisting 
of a dining car and two saloons, placed 
ut our (lis|)Osal by the Loii'lon and 
Nortli western railway. We had (juito 
an ovation at lOuston and a dozen or 
more friends eamo down on the train to 
give us a send off at I.,iverpool. We had 
a suite of charming rooms on the main 
deck of the Teutonic, which, next to the 
Majestic, I think the most delightful 
siiip afloat, and arrived in Now York on 
March 18. A day and a half in New 
York and then on to Montreal, where we 
passed a very enjoyable three weeks. 
We embarked on the car " Woodstock," 
lent us, tou'Cther with a bagL'ag(! <:ar, Ijy 
the Canadian I'acilic: Railway, on April 
7 and live<l on the ear after tiiat continu- 
ously for nearly llirec weeks, until wi: 
arrived in N'ancoiiviT ( in April I'd. Wi; 
stoiip(.'d in()lta\va loi- three days and in 
Toronto for three days, anil were there 
taken charge of by tlie (hand Trunk 
Railway, who took us for a most ili;- 
lightfiil excursion to N'iagara.a nd ibeni-e 
to North Jiay to join tlu^ (J.I'.K. ex- 
press. In order that we might see the 



without in-9ny way afl'eoting the public 
and putting up rates. 

"As for theO.P.R., I have never seen 
it in such a flourishing condition or with 
such a hopeful outlook before it during 
my connection with the country. From 
one end of the system to the other, from 
Halifax to Victoria, a change has con^e 
over the scene, ami wliereas I was met 
on my return voyage to England in Oc- 
tolier', 18'J4, witli nothing butgrum hiing, 
diKsatisfac;tion and general indicatioiisof 
hard times, this year meeting the 
same people, I lind ttiem well-to-do, and 
even prosperous. In the far ICast there 
has heen a great imjjrovement in the 
lumber trade. In Ontario and southern 
Quebec a large increiiBe in the dairying 
and cheese manufacture, and the im- 
provement generally of the mixed 
fanner have told their tale. In Mani- 
toba tlie farmei s are estimated to have 
nearly as much as an average crop, viz: 
0,000,000 bushels, still in hand for sale 
at the improved prices, and hero in 
British Columbia, though in Vancouver 
and Victoria the signs of prosperity are 
leas visible than elsewhere, I think there 
can be iiodoubt whatever that at the end 
ot thi.i year the development of tlu^ 
.Maiiilanil will have shown itself here, 
and a gre'at and general im|)rovemeiit 
will have come, I trust to stay. J at- 
tribute in my own miml the slowness of 
tlie return of i)rogpeiity to X'ictoria ami 
N'aiKouver very largely to the opposi- 
tion which has been steadilv thrown in 
the face of the C. P. R.

and ISD") that ])eople lieie wt'ri; willing 
to hand over all the traiU^ to siiidi eon- 
eerns as the Xorlliern I'acilic', which 
just at that mijiiient by falling into the 
liands of a receiver had ruined maiiv 
hundreds of English investors, declined 
to allow any more of their monej' to be 
sjient in tliis i)roviiice. The op|)osition 
in the Duiuinion parliament to the Crow 's 
Nest Pass railway shows to the whole 
world that for the sake of furthering 
tlieirown ends some peo[)le have not 
hesitated to sacrifiue the interests of our 
llag and the interests of this country. 
You say that all this apjilies more to 
Vancouver than to \'ii;toria. 1 have 
heard this said before, hut I must say 
that from my jioiut of view, from the 
lioint of view of an outsider, and from 
the ])oint of view of a man who repre- 
sents very large sums of money invested 
ill both cities, this appears to me to he 
the greatest farce and fallacy imaginable. 
Pros|)erity in B. C. and iiu-iease of 
trade in the province mean the [iros- 
pdrity both of Vancouver antl Victoria, 
which is to my mind absolutely indis- 
putable. Supposing the Crow's Nest 
Pass railway was constructed. Sup- 
posing that the great wealth of the Koote- 
nay was to come down to Vancouver and 
Victoria, and the supplies for Kootenay 
were going up from Vancouver and Vic- 
toria, don't you think that your traders 
and niauufaeturers here in \'ictoria 
would be quite as anxious to send ii|) 
your supplies to the Interior as the, luer- 
ehaiits of Vancouver; and don't you 
think that your town council here would 
bi! moving energetically to establish a 
smelter here, and would be (piite as 
anxious to <io so aa the town council of 
Vancouver. 

" I remember well in 1SI)4 one of the 
innst eminent smelting men in Cireat 
Britain, who was making a tour of in- 
spection here, telling me that Victoria

If ener- 
gy in this country were devoleil to bringing 
this trade, wdiich is goinu' to very largely 
increase in volume in KSiHi, to tiieso two 
cities, and if the peoiiU; of this C(ninlry 
would put iheii- foot tlown on ail these 
schemes for benefiting other interests, 
we ahall have a slateof prosperity which 
we have never seen before, and I pergon- 
al ly shall get satisfactory returns on my 
Vii'tnria and Wiiicouver investments.

other by the Linotype Company. 

" Ves, Mr, Forbes Vernon is one of 
our company, and his association assisted 
us materially at the time to obtain on i- 
capital. It would he greatly to the ad- 
vantage of this and other provinces if 
1 (Ilia lide (Miterprises in the old country 
for the development of such provinces 
('(Mild be assisted by the jiriistnice on their 
directorate of their agents and other 
jiuhlie men, as is the ease with the South 
African and West Australian colonies. 
For instance, a largo number of 
the important mining companiea 
of West .\ustralia have on their 
directorates agent generals of that 
colony, and the great mining companies 
of South Africa have as tbeir chiefs Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes and other ministers at the 
Capo ; also, although not mining com- 
panies, other concerns for the purpose 
of developing Queensland and New 
South Wnles aro assisted in their direc- 
tion bv Hiich men Sir Thomas Lee Steer 
and the late Sir Henry Parkes. It is, in 
fact, a mutter of almost daily occurrence 
in London to find the names of agents 
of a colony nsaociated with enterprises 
for the development of tliat colony, and 
it will be a matter of great regret if this 
is not also the case with this province, 
as it will be lotJked upon as a want of 
confideiiue in its prospects. I know no 
agent in the old country who has shown 
harder i)r better work for his particular 
jirovlnce than Mr. Forbes Vernon.

At thirty feet it had 
dotibU'cl that size, and is gradually 
widening out. The walls are well-de- 
lined, with a thin deposit of ''gangue" 
or clay intervening between the min- 
eral and the country rock, proving it to 
be a true Assure. Work is pro- 
gressing night and day under the direc- 
titin of Adam Rosa, and, when develop- 
ment has still further proved the extent 
cd' the ore body, the necessary power, 
drilling and hoisting machinery rad mill 
plant will lie erei:ted.

SIR OLIVER MOWAT 

Ready to Enter the Senate and Support 
Laurier but Not to Take Chances 
at the PollB. 

OiT.vwA, May 5. — A two column letter 
appeared in the press yesterday from 
Sir Oliver Mowat in answer to a request 
from the Liberal leader to run either for 

a con.stitueney for the House of Com- 
tnonH or enter the Senate with a view to 
joining Mr. Laurier. At bia age, Sir 
Oliver says, be foareil g'liiig through the 
worry of a contest for the Commons and 
the long night sittings of the house, aiul 
therefore lias accepted tlie oII'im' to go 
into the Senate with a view of making 
(tonstititliorial changes in that body and 
retaining :iie second chamber instead of 
abolishiiig it. 

Sir Oliver says in one part of the let- 
ter: " I am happy to know that you 
and I are, and, I believe, have always 
been in accord as regards Dominion 
iiuegtiona. Our national orig,in is not 
the same, our religious creeds are dilTer- 
eiit, but wi^ are both Caiuidians. we both 
love Canada and the empire, nnd we 
iKitli rejoice in our iiritisli coniK.'ci ion, 
We botli desire the proHi)erity of Can- 
ada and the well-being of all classes, 
coixlitions and creeds in its [lopula- 
tion, and I lielii^vo that we agree as 
to the beat means of securing these ob- 
jects." 

On the school and turifl" iiuestioii!' Sir 
Oliver says he agrees with Mr. Laurier. 
Part of the concluding paragraph of thy 
Ontario Iv-^ader's letter reads: " For my- 
self, in the interest of (Canada, 1 desire 
greatly to see a government in power 
under your leadership, being (-onlident 
that it would be a gooii governiiKrnt, 
honest and economical ; thoughtful with 
resiiect to every jirovince ;ind to 
all classes of peojile; giving to all 
their just rights and promoting 
hariiKiiiy and good-will everywhere. It 
would honor iiie to assist you in tliia 
patriot ic work, and therefore, in defer- 
ence to your opinion, and tliat of so 
many oilier representative Lilierals, I 
have nitide u]) my mind to forego all 
considerations of a personal kind to the 
contrary, and join -'you in what will be 
the second reform government since con- 
federation, if such should continue to be 
your wish." 

Sir Oliver's closing sentences are a 
tribute to the late Alexander Mackenzie.

SEVERAL CUBAN LEADERS BEAD. 

Weil-Known Newspaper Correspondents EX' 
pelled From the Island— Filibusterers 
to Be Shot. 

Havana, May (i.— Trustworthy infor- 
mation received here to-day conlirms 
the rejiort that Lacret and Pedro Vas- 
qtiez, the insurgent leailers, died from 
wounds received during recent lighting 
with Spanish troops. 

The Central Constancia, Manjuez and 
Apestegui plantations, up to tliepresent, 
have turned out iSll,0()0 bags of sugar. 

'During the night of I\Iay 2, it is now 
announced that the insurgents and 
Seralin Sanehe/. opened lire uiwn th 
outermost fort of N'illa Clara, tlie ene- 
mies' guns being placed upon Capiro 
hill. The fire was returned by the 
Spanish troops and the insurgents re- 
treated. 

It is stated that a numerous band of 
insurgents has crossed the frontier line 
of Puerto Principe, going in the direo 
tion of Matanzas. 

Maximo (ioiiiez was last reported to 
be ;it Pttdro Barlm, in the district be- 
tween Iteniedios and Saneti Sjiiritiis, in 
the province of Santa Clara, It is said 
that Capt.-Gen. Wcyler will jirobably 
leave this city for some jioiiit where im- 
portant operations against the insur 
gen Is are to be undertaken. 

The cruiser Reina Merced is being pre- 
pared for his accommodation. 

General Pando will return to Spain on 
May 10. 

James Croelman, correspondent of the 
New York World here, and Mr. Freder- 
ick W. Lawrence, correspondent of the 
Journal of New York, have been ex|iel- 
led from the island on the ground that 
they have caltim i fitted Capt.-C-ienoral 
Wcyler, the government and the army, 
and have attributed some of the insurg- 
ents' crimes to the Spanish army. They 
have been ordered to leave Cuba by the 
first steamer sailing. 

Madkid, May 6. — Dispatches received 
from Havana say that an American 
newspaper man named Hamilton, cap- 
tured on board theKey_ West filibuster- 
ing sdiooner Competitor, will be re- 
leased, while the other persons captured 
at the same time will be shot, in spite of 
the protests from Washington. The 
members of the Comjietitor fililjusteriiig 
exi)edition were caught red-handed in 
the act of landing munitions of war on 
the coast of Cuba.
